DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

Group I: Claims 1-3, drawn to a chemical compound of fomnulas (I), (II), and (III), 
classified in 546/146. 

Group II: Claims 4-13, drawn to a peptide comprising an amino acid of fomiulas 
(I) and (II), classified in 930/21. 

Group III: Claims 14-18, drawn to a method of detecting kinase activity using an 
amino acid of formulas (I) and (II), classified in 514/31 1 . 

2. Inventions l-lll are related as product claims. The inventions can be shown to be 
distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the 
product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product 
(MPEP 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the process for using the product as claimed 
can be practiced with another materially different product. For instance, see Mcllroy et 
a! (Reference A7). 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with Applicant's Representative on July 13, 2004 a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-3. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in responding to this 
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Office action. Claims 4-18 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a diligently-filed petition under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 

CFR 1.17(h). 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(a) the invention was i<nown or used by others in tliis country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

7. Claims 1 -3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(a) as being clearly anticipated by 
Shults et al (Reference U). 

The instantly claimed compound is disclosed. At page 10592, column 1, line 34, 
see the depicted compound. 

8. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support 
in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any 
new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, 
the term "same Invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject 
matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d 467 

1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 
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9. Claims 1-3 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same 
invention as that of claims 1-3 of copending Application No. 10/8 19,587. This is a 
provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not in fact been 
patented. 

The claimed compounds are identical. See the instant claims.
